Although  the  majority  of  the  users  of  this  report  are  experienced  and  understand  milk  industry 
terminology,  some  readers  may  be  new  to  the  industry  or  to  this  report.  For  these  individuals,  we  are 
describing  some  of  the  terms  used  throughout  the  report. 

TERMS 


Milk  Defined: 

Milk  is  the  lacteal  secretion  of  a dairy  animal  or  animals,  including  those  secretions  when  raw  and  when 
cooled,  pasteurized,  standardized,  homogenized,  recombined,  concentrated  fresh,  or  otherwise  processed 
and  all  of  which  is  designated  as  grade  A by  a duly  constituted  health  authority  and  also  includes  those 
secretions  which  are  in  any  manner  rendered  sterile  or  aseptic,  notwithstanding  whether  they  are  regulated 
by  any  health  authority  of  this  or  any  other  state  or  nation. 

Classes  of  Milk: 

There  are  three  different  classes  of  milk  utilized  in  Montana  — classes  I,  II,  and  III.  Class  I milk  includes 
all  bottled  or  packaged  milk,  low  fat,  buttermilk,  chocolate  milk,  whipping  cream,  commercial  cream, 
half-and-half,  skim  milk,  fortified  skim  milk,  skim  milk  flavored  drinks,  and  any  other  fluid  milk  not 
specifically  defined,  whether  raw,  pasteurized,  homogenized,  sterile  or  aseptic.  Class  II  milk  includes 
milk  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  ice  cream  mix,  ice  milk,  sherbet,  eggnog,  cultured  sour 
cream,  cottage  cheese,  condensed  milk,  and  powdered  skim  for  human  consumption.  Class  III  milk 
includes  milk  used  in  the  manufacture  of  butter,  Cheddar  cheese,  process  cheese,  livestock  feed,  powdered 
skim  other  than  for  human  consumption,  and  skim  milk  dumped. 

Distributors: 


A distributor  is  a person  or  company  purchasing  milk  from  any  source,  either  in  bulk  or  in  packages,  and 
distributing  it  for  consumption  in  this  state.  The  term  includes  what  are  commonly  known  as  jobbers  and 
independent  contractors.  The  term,  however,  does  not  include  a person  purchasing  milk  from  a licensed 
dealer  for  resale  over  the  counter  at  retail  or  for  consumption  on  the  premises.  During  1997  we  had  six 
milk  plants:  Country  Classic  Dairies  in  Bozeman;  Equity  in  Kalispell  (now  out  of  business);  Meadow 
Gold  Billings,  Great  Falls,  and  Kalispell;  and  Montana  Correctional  Enterprises  in  Deer  Lodge.  A plant  is 
the  processing  plant  of  a distributor. 

Producers: 


At  the  heart  of  Montana’s  milk  industry  are  producers.  A producer  is  a person  who  produces  milk  for 
consumption  in  this  state,  selling  it  to  a distributor.  Producer-distributor  means  a person  both  producing 
and  distributing  milk  for  consumption  in  this  state.

Plant  Receipts: 


We  define  plant  receipts  as  all  milk  received  from  producers,  other  plants,  and  other  sources,  inventory, 
and  all  additives  used  in  fluid  products.  At  month  end  there  may  be  small  amounts  of  milk  that  are  not 
accounted  for  due  to  product  being  lost  in  processing  or  evaporation.  We  refer  to  these  amounts  as 
shrinkage.  Shrinkage  is  that  amount  by  which  milk  receipts  exceed  milk  otherwise  accounted  for. 

Quota  System: 

In  Montana  we  have  a quota  system.  Quota  refers  to  the  number  of  daily  pounds  a producer  owns.  Once 
the  producer  obtains  quota,  he  or  she  may  buy  or  sell  it  on  the  secondary  market.  Depending  upon  plant 
utilization,  the  producer  receives  a higher  price  for  quota  milk.  In  contrast,  excess  milk  is  the  amount  of 
milk  delivered  to  a plant  by  a producer  in  excess  of  his  specified  quota.  Milk  produced  that  exceeds  the 
class  I and  II  needs  of  the  market  in  Montana  is  defined  as  surplus  milk 

Imported  Milk: 

Imported  milk  is  purchased  already  processed  and  packaged  for  resale  to  wholesale  and  retail  customers 
from  a source  or  sources  whose  headquarters  are  geographically  located  outside  the  boundaries  of 
Montana. 

If  the  reader  is  unsure  of  the  meaning  of  any  term  in  this  report  I would  encourage  them  to  contact  the 
bureau  for  clarification.  The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  various  sections  of  the  1997  annual  report. 

Analysis 


1.  Total  Milk  Receipts  in  Montana 

This  report  describes  class  utilization  of  various  types  of  milk  received  by  distributors  in  the  state  of 
Montana.  Because  Montana  is  primarily  a fluid  market,  it  is  not  surprising  to  see  that  286.2  million 
pounds  of  producer  milk  was  utilized  in  class  I (72.61%)  in  1997. 

In  1996,  70.19%  of  producer  milk  was  utilized  in  class  I.  The  product  pounds  of  producer  milk  in  class  I 
increased  1.55%  from  1996  to  a level  of  207.8  million  pounds  in  1997. 

Imported  milk  declined  to  a level  of  39.7  million  pounds.  Classes  II  and  III  of  the  imported  milk  are 
shown  in  pounds,  however,  these  are  pounds  of  “milk  equivalents.”  For  example,  any  given  container  of 
cottage  cheese  will  contain  a certain  percentage  of  milk  depending  upon  the  type  and  size  of  cottage 
cheese.  Ice  cream,  cottage  cheese,  and  hard  cheeses  are  examples  of  products  that  have  been  imported 
and  converted  into  milk  equivalents  for  purposes  of  this  report. 

Milk  received  by  producer-distributors  fell  by  10,585  pounds  from  1996  to  a level  of  186,512  pounds. 
Most  of  this  milk  (81.8%)  was  utilized  in  class  I. 

Milk  received  from  “ungraded”  or  grade  B sources  increased  124.54%  to  a level  of  598,226  pounds. 

Skim  powder  that  was  reconstituted  amounted  to  78,593  pounds  and  represents  an  increase  of  58,574

As  part  of  this 
project,  we  have  developed  new  computer  spreadsheets  that  are  easier  to  use  and  understand.  This  should  redirect 
time  the  staff  has  been  spending  on  file  management  into  more  productive  projects. 

You  may  notice  that  this  report  has  a slightly  different  format  that  those  in  previous  years.  Our  goal  is  threefold. 
First,  we  want  to  highlight  and  illustrate  main  points.  Second,  rather  than  page  after  page  of  tables,  the  body  of  this 
report  contains  comparisons  with  similar  data  from  last  year.  Third,  we  included  new  data  that  shows  pricing  detail 
throughout  the  year.  Also,  for  those  individuals  who  are  interested  in  information  for  the  second  half  of  1997,  we 
have  included  this  data  starting  on  page  1 8 in  the  appendix  of  the  report. 


We  do  not  plan  to  stop  here.  Over  the  next  couple  of  years  we  will  be  looking  at  new  formats  that  will  enhance  the 
presentation  of  the  industry  data.  For  example,  we  are  exploring  change  possibilities  such  as  the  number  of  reports 
put  out  by  the  bureau,  frequency  of  reports,  and  the  type  of  data  reported.  Other  changes  will  be  incorporated  as  we 
determine  what  your  needs  are.  As  you  can  see,  without  your  input,  our  effectiveness  is  limited. 


This  is  your  industry  and  we  are  here  to  serve  you.  By  working  together  we  can  make  improvements  that  will  help  all 
of  us  reach  our  goals.

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pounds.  All  of  this  milk  was  utilized  in  class  III. 

Overall,  the  total  pounds  of  milk  received  from  all  sources  declined  5.75%  to  a level  of  326.9  million 
pounds.  Class  I utilization  increased  slightly  while  utilization  in  class  III  declined  slightly.  Class  II 
remained  relatively  stable  during  1997.

2.  Utilization  of  Total  Producer  Milk  — By  Plant  and  Class 

In  1997,  Montana  dairy  farmers  produced  286,285,307  pounds  of  milk.  Overall,  this  milk  was  utilized  at 
72.61%  in  class  I (207,875,214  pounds),  10.14%  in  class  II  (29,028,366  pounds),  and  17.25%  (49,381,727 
pounds)  in  class  III . 

In  contrast,  quota  milk  was  utilized  at  77.59%  (207,886,296  pounds),  10.83%  (29,028,365  pounds),  and 
1 1.57%  (31,000,291  pounds)  in  classes  I,  II,  and  III,  respectively. 

Of  the  total  pounds  of  milk  produced,  Country  Classic  Dairies  produced  the  most  with  over  1 63  million 
pounds  while  Montana  Correctional  Enterprises  produced  just  over  1.4  million  pounds.  In  1996,  Country 
Classic  Dairies  produced  just  over  161.2  million  pounds  with  Montana  Correctional  Enterprises  producing 
just  over  1 .4  million  pounds.

3.  Pooled  Milk  Information 

In  1996,  quota  milk  totaled  271.8  million  pounds  while  excess  milk  totaled  19.7  million  pounds. 

Producers  received  $15.2267  per  hundredweight  (CWT)  for  quota  milk  and  $10.1825  for  excess  milk. 

The  price  for  quota  milk  peaked  in  November  at  $16.89  per  CWT  while  the  excess  price  peaked  at  $ 1 1 .97 
in  September. 

In  1997,  quota  milk  totaled  267.9  million  pounds  while  excess  milk  totaled  18.3  million  pounds.  These 
figures  represent  decreases  from  the  previous  year  of  1 .45%  and  6.94%  respectively.  On  average, 
producers  received  $13.2758  per  CWT  for  quota  milk  and  $9.6525  for  excess  milk.  The  price  for  quota 
milk  peaked  in  December  at  $14.20  per  CWT  while  the  excess  price  peaked  at  $1 1.69  in  November.

4.  Farm-to-Plant  Hauling 

The  amounts  of  milk  hauled  to  the  plants  varied  widely  in  1997.  Pounds  hauled  ranged  from  Equity’s  3.5 
million  to  Country  Classic’s  163.3  million.  The  average  cost  to  haul  this  milk  ranged  from  $.4628  per 
CWT  for  Equity  to  $.9517  per  CWT  for  Meadow  Gold  Great  Falls. 

On  average,  it  cost  $1.8  million  to  haul  284.8  million  pounds  of  milk  from  the  farm  to  the  plant.  This 
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computes  to  an  average  cost  of  $.6576  per  CWT  — up  just  over  $.01  per  CWT  from  1996.

5.  Receipts  of  Milk  Handled  in  Montana 

Between  1996  and  1997,  total  receipts  fell  by  15.2  million  or  4.42%  to  a total  of  330.2  million  pounds.  Of 
that  amount,  31 1.3  million  pounds  were  receipts  by  Montana  distributors,  .18  million  pounds  were 
receipts  by  producer-distributors,  and  18.7  million  pounds  were  imports  by  out-of-state  distributors.  To 
see  these  receipts  broken  down  by  product  type  and  class,  see  page  2 1 .

6.  Utilization  of  Milk  Handled  in  Montana 

This  report  takes  the  class  utilization  and  breaks  it  down  into  its  various  components.  For  example,  class  I 
utilization  is  broken  down  into  components  such  as  extended  shelf  life  (ESL)  products,  package  sales,  and 
bulk  sales. 

In  class  I,  utilization  totaled  232.6  million  pounds,  this  is  a decrease  of  5.4  million  pounds  or  nearly  2.3% 
from  1996.  Of  this  total,  Montana  distributors  utilized  225  million  pounds  in  1997  — down  4.1  million 
pounds  from  1996. 

In  class  II,  44  million  pounds  of  products  such  as  ice  cream,  cottage  cheese,  and  yogurt  were  utilized  in 
Montana.  The  majority  of  product  utilized  was  cottage  cheese.  Montanans  utilized  16.2  million  pounds 
of  cottage  cheese  in  1997. 

Utilization  in  class  III  fell  14.1  million  pounds  to  a level  of  49.4  million  pounds.  This  represents  a 22.1% 
decrease  from  1996.  Of  the  milk  utilized  in  class  III,  89.05%  was  exported  to  cheese  markets  in  Idaho. 
None  of  the  Montana  plants  manufacture  butter,  cheese,  or  other  class  III  products.

7.  Breakdown  of  Packaged  and  Bulk  Imports  by  Class 

This  report  describes  products  imported  into  the  state  of  Montana.  For  each  class,  the  report  describes  the 
type  of  product  that  has  been  imported  into  Montana.  Like  the  imports  described  on  page  7 of  the  annual 
report  and  described  in  section  1 above,  classes  II  and  III  are  shown  in  milk  equivalents.  Total  imports 
declined  by  just  over  14.9  million  pounds  (27.3%)  to  arrive  at  a total  of  39.7  million  pounds  for  1 997. 

Class  I imports  declined  25.6%  to  settle  at  a level  of  23.77  million.  Similarly,  class  II  imports  declined 
2.5  million  pounds  (15.3%)  to  settle  at  14.2  million  pounds. 

Class  III,  which  consists  of  butter,  hard  cheese  and  cream  cheese,  declined  most  in  1997.  Taking  a 70.6% 
decrease  from  1996  levels,  class  III  settled  at  just  over  1.7  million  pounds  of  product  imported.

8.  Breakdown  of  Packaged  and  Bulk  Exports  by  Class 

This  report  describes  products  exported  from  the  state  of  Montana.  Like  the  imports  shown  on  page  7 of 
the  annual  report  and  described  in  section  1 above,  classes  II  and  III  are  shown  in  milk  equivalents.  As  a 
percentage  of  total,  class  III  is  by  far  our  largest  dairy  export.  As  this  report  indicates  73.54%  of  our 
exports  are  in  class  III  and  99%  of  that  is  in  the  form  of  bulk  milk  sent  for  further  processing  in  out-of- 
state  cheese  plants.

9.  Total  Class  I Packaged  Sales 

This  report  breaks  down  class  I packaged  sales  by  product  into  quantities  of  various  container  sizes.  In 
addition,  it  shows  the  total  product  pounds  that  were  imported  into  Montana  as  well  as  pounds  of  product 
exported  from  Montana.

10.  Graphs

to  quota  blend  prices.  Although  this  is  not  an  exhaustive  list  of  the  graphical  possibilities,  we  believe 
these  will  be  useful  when  making  various  comparisons.

In  prior  year  1996,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors  291,625,360 
pounds  of  grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.56%.  They  received  a total  of 
$43,657,415  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $14.97  per  hundredweight  for  all  milk  sold.

Montana  dairy  farmers  had  a total  average  of  15,474  dairy  animals  which  produced  an  average  of 
18,501  pounds  each.  In  addition,  there  were  27  dairy  animals  owned  by  producer-distributors. 

Based  on  figures  from  a 1997  provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  population 
of  Montana  for  the  year  was  903,000.  The  cost  to  consumers  for  the  Milk  Control  Program  (based 
on  fluid  consumption  only)  was  $ .0015  per  quart.  Converting  all  milk  products  used  by  consumers 
to  milk  equivalents  (including  cottage  cheese,  ice  cream,  hard  cheese,  and  butter)  the  cost  of 
the  program  to  consumers  was  $ .0013  per  quart. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  agency  for  the  calendar  year 
1997  of  $154,508. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above  population  figures,  was  241.11 
pounds  or  111.88  quarts.  Per  capita  consumption  of  all  milk  products  was  286.63  pounds.
